eee» Prince KONOYE procecdcd to the Palace at 2.30 pem. He talkod 
with me from 4 peme to 4030 nem. after his intervicw with the 
Emp-ror,. I oxpressed my opinions as follows, and asked him to 
give thom full ccnsidcration,. 


1. The situation wo are facing now is very sorious, 


2. “ec must immediately docido our national policy by holding 
@ mocting hotwoen the Covernmont and the Army without loss of time. 


3. According to reports roceivod to date, we aie not strong 
enovgh to ficht with the U.S.A, and the Sovict at the seme timo, 


4e We are facing a very serious situation which could bo 
oasily reduced to » simple problom such 28 ofl, by making a little 
diffcronco in our vicwpoint. 


5. According to tho Navy, tho quantity of oi] in storc was 
so modurato that it would baroly supply us throughout two ycars 
durine peaca, and in caso of war to would not havo onough for 
more than 14 yoars, but tho Army ostinsates thore is 1 yoar's 
supply for var, 


6. If the above mentioned wore truco, wo must rerch tho cone 
clusion that our war with tho U.S.A. would be a hopeless onc. 


7. Tho Dutch East Indios and the northern part of Saghalicn 
would bo the chicof source of oil supply after ve wore cut off 
from our American supplics, 


&. To occupy Singaporo and the Philippine Islands vas an 
osscntial proraquisite to a succossful lending in the Dutch Sast 
Indies, Since oil wolls would bo dostroyod during these actions, 
it would not be possibls to obtain oil in neccessary quantities 
for 1} ycars. 


9. If wo attack thc Dutch East Indios, the U.S.A. would 
Gcoelsrc war agninst Japan, Tho long-distanco transportation of 
oil undor a constant monaco of submarines and airplancs would 
be vory dangcrous and the result would fall short of our oxpoctations, 
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10, If thore woro miscalculation zbout oil supplics, we 
would face a very serious situation which might lead to our 
dofeat. 


11, We could not co wheat ue wantod on account of the lack of 
our netionxl powor, Althcugh thu situation was difforent in its 
oxterne]. appearance, ve micht b2 compolled to oxercise the sane 
solf-restraint as we did after our victory in the Sino-Japancso 
War in 1895. 


12, ‘“e shovld be resolved te toil through ten yoars of hard 
strvugglos.e 

13, Moanwhile wo shovld do everything to restore friondly 
relations betvoen tho U.S.A, and Japan, And we nust try to sccure 
the metcrials which ve ncooc, 

14. Our ultimite objoctivo is Japan's advance to the 
Southorn Regions, and in order to attuin this object, « ton-year 
plan has boon mapped out as follows: 


a, “Ustablish:ent of heavy industrics and machine-tool 
industrics, 


b. Establishnent of a synthotic oil industry. 


c, Expansion of occan lincs and shipping.
